No. 3/10 /81-Public. — The President has leul'nt with pro- 
found regret of the sad demise of Shri Kartik Oraon, Minis- 
ter of State in the Ministry of Communications on the 8(h 
December, 1981. 

Shri Kartik Oraon was born in Village Karaunda, District 
I Ranchi, Bihar on “Kartik Amavasya’’ on 29th October, 1 924 — T 
hence the name ‘Kartik’. Ho had his schooling in Gumla 
and higher education in Science College and Bihar College 
of Engineering, Patna. He pursued a course in technology 
in England and studied for Bar-at-Law at the Lincoln’s Inn, 
London. He served as an Engineer in the Bihar Govern- 
ment and in several Engineering establishments in the United 
Kingdomi 

Shiii Kartik Oraon entered Parliament in 1967 after his 
election to the Fourth Lojc Sabha and was elected again to 
Fifth Lok Sabha (1971 — 1977). After serving as a Member of 
the Bihar Legislative Assembly from June, 1977 to January, 


1980, he was again returned to the Lok Sabha from the 
Lohardaga reserved (Scheduled Tribe) constituency in January, 
1980. He was appointed as Minister of State in the Ministry 
of Tourism and Civil Aviatiod from 14th January, 1980, 
and took over as Minister of State in Ihe Ministry of Com- 
munications on 9th June, 1980, 

Shri Oraon had an abiding interest in the welfare of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and was associated 
with several committees and bodies concerned with their 
development -and welfare both in the State and at the 
Centre. He served with distinction on the Senate and 
Syndicate of Ranchi University and on a variety of other 
public assignments. Besides he. was a keen sportsman. He 
had travelled widely having visited scveinl countries in 
Europe, Africa, Australia and the U.A.R, (now Arab Repub- 
lic of Egypt). 

As a Minister, $hri Oraon worked with dedication and 
served the country unremittingly. His death ha s caused a 
grievous loss to the Government and people of India.
